Interest in the great offensive 
on the Aisne gives way today to 
the startling news from the inter- 
ior of Germany. 
Veiled though 
the situation is in the mists of a 
rigid censorship and obscured by 
the shackled condition of the Ger- 
man press, sufficient has lealicd 
through to indicate that the G-er- 
man empire is facing a great econ- 
omic and political crisis. 


The latest information received 
is that ten thousand striking mu- 
nition workers have engaged in a 
bloody riot in the great Prussian 
fortress to\\ai of Magdeburg and 
Vv-ere only prevented from burning 
the city hall after a sharp clash 
with the military. 


This 
story 
comes 
from the 
Dutch frontier with sufficient .de- 
tails to make its claims to authen- 
ticity impressive. On its heels ar- 
rives the account of demands 
made by the leaders of the Berlin 
strike, demands of such a revolu- 
tionary character that compliance 
with them would mean a prompt 
ending to the militarist regime in 
the German empire. 


Similar 
demands 
have not been 


voiced publioly In Germcuiy slnoe the 
impriaonment of Dr. Karl Lieb^kneoht 
on a charg'e of treason. It 1B signifi- 
cant that they include a requisition for 
the release of all political prisoners 
which would Include, of course, the 
noted sociaUst leader. 


The exact status of the strike more- 
ment In Germany is unknown but it 
is certain that a very considerable por- 
tion of the munition workers have been 
affected. 
There are reports of a new 
strike at Cssen and Magdeburg Is the 
^ t e of an inr^portant branch of the 
fireat Krupp establishment. 
An indi- 
cation of the seriousness of the situa- 
tion is afforded by the fact that Field 
Marshal von Kindenburg has consid- 
ed tt necessary to makis a personal ap- 
peal to the workers in which he de- 
nounced strikes as inexcusable crimes 
against the fighting forces. 


"In the meantime General Nivelle 
maintains 
his unrelenting 
pressure 
against the enemy at the most vital 
point of his defenses—the sharp angle 
at which the German 
line 
running 
south from Lens turns 
east toward 
Rheims. 
This angle has already been 
crushed to an appreciable extent and 
is in imminent danger of being entirely 
shattered. 
The heavy toll of prison- 
ers taken by the French mounts stead- 
ily day by day, giving strong support 
to the claims made in London and 
Paris of the deterioration of the Ger- 
man morale. 
Three great obstacles 
stand in the path of General Nivelle. 
The first is the formidable and the 
sinister Brimont plateau, the height 
from which the German guns have 
poured their shells on the Rheims ca- 
thedral. 
The French ai-e at the foot 
of this plateau and by a double flank- 
ing movement are endeavoring to cut 
it off on the main German line. The

His body was 
not recovered until two hours after-

enter the cellar. 
The room had been 
practically emptied of the gas when 
R. 
Bender, 
assistant 
brewmaster, 
found the body and brought it out. 


Kiefer, who is 35 years of age, and 
who resided at 1111% Broadv/ay, had 
been working as extra engineer. 
It 
was his business to make an hourly 
Inspection of the pipes. 
F r o m some 
unknown source the deadly f u m e s es- 
caped and apparently struck Kiefer. 
I t was the opinion of the coroner that 
death was instantaneous." W h e n the 
engineer fell he struck his chin on a 
sharp edge, inflicting a deep cut. 


The police, and fire department f r o m 
No. 8 were called, and efforts were 
m a d e to enter the cellar with ammonia 
helmets. 
Several of the men by aid 
of the helmets were able to penetrate 
the deadly fumes, but could not locate 
the body. 


Investigation was made in order to 
locate the course of the escaped gas, 
but it could not be found.

these many months of trench warfare, 
there is keen 
delight for 
the 
Aus- 
tralian soldier in thLs new land of war- 
fare which the German retirement has 
opened up. 
The 
fighting 
is in open 
counti'y now, over gently rolling downs 
of what look like grass lands. 
It is 
really mo.sty of it wheat or turnip land 
which has not been cultivated for a 
year or two. 
The country is as open 
as the Australian central plains. 


It is Quite new sort o f / a battlefield 
for these Australians. 
They 
m a r c h 
down to it through valleys almost ex- 
actly like the valleys in the peaceful 
parts of France. The^e are whole acres 
In which one cannot see a single shell 
hole. 
Back across the green country 
or down the open roads come men in 
twos or threes occasionally 
saunter- 
ing as one might fina them on a coun- 
try road on 
Sunday. 
They 
are 
the 
wounded helping on« another back to 
the 
dressing stations. 
The 
walking 
wounded have to help each other back 
in these 
modern 
battles. 
It 
is 
no 
longer looked upon as meritorious for 
an unwounded combatant to leave the 
field and help a wounded comrade to 
the rear. 


Shells Add to Gaiety. 


Nearer the front the country 
be- 
comes 
more feverish. 
Angry bursts 
of tawney color are seen in a haphaz- 
ard sort of way dotting the horizon and 
the countryside. 
Here and there are 
Australians in great'coats standing be- 
hind mounds of earth with their rifles 
pointed over the top, bayonets always 
fixed. 
Frequently wnen there Is no 
other shelter there are hastily scooped 
trenches. 
A quarter of a mile away 
another party is lying flat on 
their 
stomachs In the ditch, bayonets peep- 
ing over the top. 
Shells are w h i n i n g 
by at the rate of two or three a min- 
ute, high explosives bursting on con- 
tact behind their backs about as far 
away as the other side of a cottage 
parlor. 


Over a bit to the right is a sleepy 
French village. 
Not a living thing is to 


"onri' down the^e straggling streets. 
Bricks of tumbled walls 11« here and 
wMtivM JiMt tut ui« sbeliM itaoakad th^m. 


Through them, just as in old battle 
pictures, may be seen 
the bodies 
of 
dead Germans, at corners in angles of 
tumbled houses, in a court yard visi- 
ble through a shattered brick 
wall, 
two of them in the bottom of one of 
the big craters which the 
Germans 
themselves blew at every crossroads to 
impede the enemy's advance. 
( 
Nothing stirs In the whole village 
I and the only sound coming from this 
' abode of death is the occasional fall 
of a tile or some debris thrown sky- 
ward by a shell descending from over 
behind the next village. 


Prisoners Come In. 


Once in a while one meets a prisoner 
being escorted to the rear. 
There is 
something very impressive about these 
little processions of two men, prisoner 
and escort. 
The prisoner, usually a 
young German 
private in neat 
gras' 
uniform and steel helmet, walks 
in 
front. 
After him, grasping his rifle 
with both hands across his chest, his 
weather-beaten brows puckered as he 
picks his way over the tumbled stones, 
comes the living emoodlment of the 
Australian back country. 
Nine cases 
out of ten, somehow, ,the soldier who 
escorts a prisoner se«>ms to be ttjat bit 
of pure Australia, either western Aus- 
tralia or south Australia, the Warrego 
or the Burdskin. 
He is an 
earnest 
man, intent on executing his errand 
with ^ispatch. 
"Can you tell me the 
way to headquarters?" he asks as he 
passes. 
Then he disappears slowly up 
the street on the 
heels of his 
silent 
companion. These Australians are just 
as good fighters in this new w a r f a r e as 
they 
were 
at 
Galllipoli 
or 
in 
the 
trenches, perhaps even better. 
They 
had their first encounter with German 
cavalry the other day, but It was only 
a feint at a flank and lasted only a few 
minutes.

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Selective 
Conscription. 


The objection to selective conscription is more sentimental than 
real where it is not prompted by antagonism to any sort of defensive 
preparedness and every measure designed to strengthen the country 
in war. The terms "draft" and "conscription" do not to many sound 
pleasant, it must be conceded, but the savor of the terms comes more 
from some disagreeable historic precedents than from anything in- 
herent in the principle involved. Employment of the draft in the lat- 
ter years of the civil war, after the volunteer system had broken 
down, wrote some ugly chapters in American annals. The riots in 
New York, Boston and other cities are not happy incidents of which 
to read, even after the lapse of more than half a century. Still they 
have their lessons. 


Selective conscription commends itself to common sense and the 
considerations that urge it ought readily to supersede antipathy to a 
mere phrase and devotion to a sentiment that half a dozen wars have 
shot to pieces. The volunteer system might—doubtless would in the 
course of half a dozen months—bring enough enlistments to fill the 
ranks of the first army, though misgiving is bred out of the failure so 
far to get the men needed for putting the regulars and the guards on 
a war footing. But conceding that volunteers will come abundantly, 
half of them will be the men who are not wanted and ought not to be 
in the army. There will be hordes of machinists who ought to be mak- 
ing munitions. There will be crowds of railway men who ought to re- 
mean to keep the country's transport efficient. There will be flocks 
of lads from the country who should remain on the fai-m to raise grub 
for the army and for all other workers whose service is essential to 
war. There will be men of all sorts from every walk of industry who 
can give their country higher service at the things that customarily 
they do rather than in the army. Selective conscription means get- 
ting the right men for the army and conserving all the nation's skilled 
and essential man power where it will do the most good. 


Selective conscription to raise the required levies of men for the 
present war and universal training for the nation's youth hereafter 
are the two essential military elements of defense that this country 
should embrace. If we are going to cut any but a sordid and sorry 
figure in the heroic work upon which we have set out, the making of 
an army must be gone at in the readiest and most efficient way. The 
volunteer system is not that way. 


. The claim that any other system is out of place and a repugnance 
in a free government is tommyrot. Universal training is the idealism 
of defensive service in a democracy and the volunteer system is the 
refuge of the shirker, the slacker, the skulker. In every war save the 
brush with Spain, which was not really a war, conscription at length 
has been forced to supplement the volunteer system when that plan 
broke down. In this war we want no break-downs. "We cannot very 
well afford to take the chances of a break-down. What it most im- 
peratively behooves this enormously rich and practically fenceless 
land to do is to make sure that this war shall end in such wise as to 
give secure hostage that it cannot be the cause and invitation of an- 
other in which we may be compelled to go it wholly alone. We may 
see ahead for a day but no farther as we stand. Let it be borne well in 
mind that every morrow has its morrow. 


We shall some day pay dearly for our stupidity and folly if we 
fail in this emergency to heed the plain horse sense that tells us what 
we ought to do and ought not to do.

SPAIN HIVES TO 
HOLOMllTlttlliy 


New Cabinet Announces It 
Will Take No Step to 
Enter the War. 


Madrid, April 21.—The new cabinet 
has had its first meeting and ha« issued 
a note announcing that it will main- 
tain strict neutrality toward all the 
belligerents. 
The text of the note fol- 
lows: 


"The cabinet meeting was devoted 
to a study of the questions which now 
principally concern the country. 'The 
home and foreign policy, problems of 
food supply and .Imports and exports. 


"As regards the foreign policy the 
government 
declares 
itself 
In 
full 
agreement with the crown address and 
the answer given thereto by parlia- 
ment. 
While being guided by the pol- 
icy observed by the Data and Roman- 
ones mlnlBterles, the government will 
maintain toward the belligerents the 
same strict neutrality and will perse- 
vere in the same line of conduct hith- 
erto followed 
by 
Spain, remaining 
faithful 
to 
the 
obligations of the 
treaties in force and being always In- 
spired by the defense of the honor and 
vital interests of the nation." 


The note 
concludes 
with an an- 
nouncement that constitutional guar- 
antees will be restored. 
It adds that 
severe punishment will be meted out 
to all who attempt to Injure the good 
relations between Spain and the bel- 
ligerents. 
Beyond remarking that it 
the new cabinet is faced wth unusual 
difficulties, the press sharing in them, 
the new cabinet Is faced .with unusual 
on the change In the adminietratlon. 


SAYS GERMANy HAS 
MISJKDAIIIEIIIIIA 


Canadian Premier, Speaking 
in Manchester, Has Praise 
for Neighbor. 


Manchester, England, April 21.—Sir 
Robert L. Borden, premier of Canada, 
was given the freedom of the city of 
Manchester today. 
In his speech of 
acceptance he predicted that after the 
war, German industries would be sup- 
ported and developed 
by 
the most 
thorough and powerful state organiza- 
tion ever known. 
He said that if the 
militarist autocracy remained in con- 
trol, the possessions and integrity of 
the British empire would not remain 
unchallenged. 
Referring to the en- 
trance of the United States into the 
war he said: 


"The great kindred nation adjoining 
the Dominion from which I come has 
been impelled by the relentless and 
overbearing arrogance and aggression 
of Germany to take up arms In a com- 
mon cause of liberty and humanity. 
From the very foundation of the repub- 
lic the traditions of American policy 
have been consistently opposed to in- 
tervention in any European war. They 
would never 
have 
commltteed this 
fateful step save for the overmaster- 
ing cause of honor and right. 


"Our 
neighbors 
are 
peace-loving 
people, as we are, but those who im- 
agine they are more greatly influenced 
by material considerations than other 
nations fail to realize or compreliend 
the true spirit of the United States.

have enrolled in our forces and have 
fought gallantly and heroically side 
by side with Canadians. 
It will bo a 
glorious day when the Union Jack and 
Old Glory advance together 
in 
the 
same cause on freedom's battleflolds."

selective draft and 
higher prices of food would lead to 
riots and that "blood will flow in the 
streets." 


Mrs. W. I. Bowas, of Chicago, exec- 
utive secretary of the Woman's Inter- 
national Peace party, characterized the 
war as an alliance "between Lombard 
and Wall streets." 
Grant Hamilton, 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
stands solidly against constription. 


The bill. Including 
the volunteer 
amendment was ordered favorably re- 
ported to the house today by the mil- 
itary committee by a vote of 12 to 8. 
Consideration in the house will begin 
Monday with prospects of a vote prob- 
ably Wednesday night or Thursday.

Shop Health Depends Upon Open Windows. 


Shop 
Health 
Depends Upon 
Open 
Windows. 


Proper ventilation of a work room 
or office means drawing out the hot, 
stale, 
second- 
hand air and re- 
placing it with 
fresh, cool air. 


If the room is 
small and used 
by only a few 
people this can 
be done 
easily 
by raising a window at top and bot- 
tom. 
Where the room is large and 
used by a large number of people It is 
Impossible to get In enough fresh air 
in this manner. 


In such cases it 
becomes 
neces- 
sary to resort to artificial means of 
forcing out the stale air and drawing 
In the fresh. 
This Is usually done by 
means of fans and ducts. 


But even this will not supply good 
ventilation for an overcrowded work- 
room. 
When people are crowded too 
closely together In a room It becomes 
Impossible to supply them with enough 
fresh air without shooting: a gale of 
wind through the room. 


While 
overcrowding 
means 
bad 
ventilation It does not follow that 
plenty of space means good ventila- 
tion. 


In addition to the space there must 
be the right amount of fresh, cool air 
-=^alr kept moving. 
Even when fans 
are used the windows of the workroom 
should be opened. 
This will permit a 
fresh breeze to blow through the room 


There 
Is 
a 
blanket 
of 
hot air 
around our bodies at all times. 
A 
breeze breaks up this blanket and 
helps to make us more cool and com- 
fortable 
It does not matter whether 
the wind be from the outside or from 
an electric fan. 


During the noon hour the windows 
and doors of every workroom or shop 
should be thrown wide open, so that 
as much fresh air as possible can cir- 
culate through the room. 


Little Things Aid Workwr In Keeping 
W o a 


Indoor worker« must pay careful 


attention to fresh air, correct position, 
proper lighting, rest and recreation 
in order to maintain health. 


Bye strain and bodily deformities 
may 
result from Insufficient 
light. 
Desk or work table must be so placed 
that the light is sufficiently atrong 
but not glaring. 
The eyes must be 
shielded from the direct rays of the 
light. 


The worker himself must see that 
his body does not become deformed. 
A chair may be too high or too low, 
the height of desk or work table may 
be the cause of faulty position. 
By 
studying your job a little you can 
find a way to solve these problems. 


No matter what kind of work you 
do, rest, recreation and physical ex- 
ercise are essential. 
Where the work 
Is not very laborloiis and ventflmtlon 
is adequate, exercises In connection 
with the lunch period may be •affl- 
clent. 


Where the work le hard labor It 
will be to the employer's benefit, «a 
well as the wxn-ker. to see that the 
men have a few mlnutea aeyeral times 
during the day for freeh air breethlng 
and setting up exerolaes. 


When it comes to the qmsMea ot\ 
food the man at the desk, of eoorss.

pther food has crowded out bread from Its right- 
ful place in the dietary, to the detriment of 
both the family and national health. 
Potatoes 
jhave become even more of a habit than bread 
¡and yet there is no comparison in food value, 
for bread contains all the elements found in po- 
tatoes and infinitely more. 
If potatoes were 
fentirely wiped ofF the face of the earth it would 
mot be a tragedy, for bread served In any one 
f its many forms is always there to furnish 
iroteln and starch and minerals and fat. 


The trouble with the menu of the average 
family is .that it Is too complex, too many mix- 
tures of foods that are not well combined must 
jresnlt In Indigestion, dyspepsia and auto-Intoxl- 
«atlon. 
We need simpler meals, planned ac- 
cording to the rudiments of the balanced ra- 
itlon, and bread should be served not as an ac- 
cessory but as a food. 


"We speak sentimentally of the 'good old 
days,' when our luncheon, or our supper con- 
sisted of a bowl of bread and milk, together 
with a saucer of fruit, and yet in our crass Ig- 
norance we do not realize that what we need, 
not in memory, but In actuality.

Our experiments show that the highest 
percentage of digestible nutrients is yielded 
by white bread made from roller-process flour. 
Next comes entire wheat 
and 
last 
graham 
bread. 


"This order also holds good when computing 
the number of calories of heat per gram of 
bread. White bread yields the largest number, 
whole w^eat bread the second largest and gra- 
ham bread the least. 


"The nutritive value of bread depends not 
only upon chemical composition, but also upon 
digestibility, and digestibility, In turn, seems to 
depend largely upon the lightness of the loaf. 


"The lightness and sweetness of bread de- 
pend as much on the way in which it is made 
as on the materials used. 
The greatest care 
should be used in preparing and baking the 
dough and In cooking and keeping the 
finished 
bread. 
Heavy, badly raised bread Is a very 
dangerous food, and unfortunately very com- 
mon, and probably more indigestion has been 
caused by it than by all other badly cooked 
foods." 


Men Among Defender« 


Of the Staff of Life 


In the defense of bread, men are quite as nu- 
merous as women. 
One of the very earliest 
to take up the cudgels was Dr. Harry Everett 
Barnard, State Food and Drug Commissioner 
of Indiana, who In public talks and in printed 
articles calls attention to the fact that is not 
what is taken into the body that counts, but 
what ^he body gets out of the food supply that 
makes for health and vitality. 
Here are some 
of Dr. Barnard's pungent phrases: 


"Faulty information gratuitously given, Is 
establishing a fixed idea In the minds of many 
otherwise 
well Informed people that 
white 
bread Is no longer the 'staff of life,' but, be- 
cause of extreme purification at the flour mill, 
has been robbed of Its nutritive value. 
Of all 
the wrong ideas that are being spread about 
food, the notion that white bread is unfit for 
use is the most unsound. 


"As a matter of fact, experiment after experi- 
ment, conducted by the best experts of the 
world has shown that while graham or whole 
wheat bread contains about 3 per cent more 
protein, that white bread is far more thorough- 
ly and completely digested than "whole wheat 
bread. And after all, it isn't what we take into 
the body that counts; it is the amount of food 
that is converted to the body's needs that ac- 
tually determines its food value. 
Wheat bran 
is better digested by cows than men." 


Back of the men and women of Uncle Sam 
Is an established international authority,'a man 
who is quoted in every school where home eco- 
nomics is studied. 


Dr. Robert Hutchinson, of the London Hos- 
pital, says: 


"When we pass on to consider the relative 
nutritive values of white and whole meal bread, 
we are on ground which has been the scene of 
many a controversy. 
It is often contended 'that 
whole meal is preferable to white bread, be- 
cause it Is richer in protein and mineral matter, 
and so makes a better baUnced diet. 
But our 


i^JíííTQñr-—^ 


examination ,of the chemical composition of 
whole meal bread has shown that, as regards 
protein at least, this Is not always true, ana 
even were It the case, the lesser absorption 
of whole meal bread, which we have seen to 
occur, would tend to annul the advantage. 
As 
regards mineral matter. In the caSe of ordinary 
bread this Is not all absorbed, while the absorp- 
tion is so much less In wholemeal bread that 
the two are about on an equality. 
There is, 
therefore, 
uq 
Justification 
as 
regards 
the 
amount of mineral matter yielded to the blood 
for recommending the use of whole meal bread 
by growing children or nursing women. 


"On the whole, we may fairly regard 
the 
vexed question of 
wholemeal 
versus 
white 
bread as finally settled, and settled in favor of 
the latter, and had due regard been paid to the 
behavior of bread im the Intestine instead of 
merely to Its chemical composition, the Bread 
Reform 
League would probably never 
have 
come Into existence." 


Experience of Hospital 


Throw« Light On Qu««tion 


An interesting 
sidelight 
on this 
question 
comes from Bellevue Hospital. New York. This 
institution probably has the largest number of 
trained nurses under a single management in 
the United States. 
They are fed with scientific 
regularity and by system. 
Miss Mamie Porter, 
dietician for the 
nurses' home 
at 
Bellevue, 
says that the women under her supervision eat 
graham bread from a sense of duty. 
They eat 
white bread because they like It. 


"Our dally supply of bread, which we get 
from the commercial bakers of New York, is 
one-fourth graham," says Miss Porter, "and I 
have thought of reducing that amount as the 
nurses, with few exceptions, do not care for It, 
preferring the white bread. 
During the sum- 
mer months we do without it altogether. 
It is 
not an uncommon expression to hear the nurses 
say that they eat the graham bread because 
it is healthful, not because they prefer it." 


Leon H. Condon, chief 
of 
food and drug, 
Kansas State Board of Health, adds his opin- 
ion and at the same time takes quite a fling at 
the part the imagination plays In the human 
dietary. 


"White bread Is a legitimate and digestible 
food, and especially more digestible than a 
number of forms of other bread. 


"I am of the opinion that people should not 
be worried over the things they have read 
about the dletic value of white bread. 


"The trouble with most people is that they 
g6t a fad or fancy and try to live on one kind of 
food, and such a practice of a one food diet has 
no scientific basis. 
Even if we could live on 
one kind of food, such a diet would be extreme- 
ly monotonous." 


Western food experts stick together. Further 
testimony Is afforded by Dr. Barney, State Com- 
missioner of Dairy and Food of Iowa. 


"Some of the statements made concerning 
the food value of bread made from whole wheat 
seem so ridiculous as to justify a few state- 
ments of facts relative to its food value as com- 
pared with the value of white bread. 


"In the American home white bread has, for 
many years, rightly and cheaply supplied 
a 
large portion of the carbohydrates required in 
the diet. 
During the past year or so, many 
popular articles on foods have been published 
which tend to create the Impression that white 
bread is no longer to be considered the 'Staff 
of Life,' and that bread should be made from 


unbolted 
flour. 
These articles have been for 
the most part written by 'fadists' and not by 
authorities on food matters. 


"As a matter of fact, white bread contains a 
greater percentage of all food materials, weight 
for weight, and is more nutritious than graham 
or whole wheat bread. 
In the process of mill- 
ing flour the wheat grain is ground and bolted. 
This pro. ess refines the resulting flour until 
most of the undigestible fibrous particles of 
the grain are removed, but all constituents val- 
uable as a food are retained in the flour. 


Coarse Particles Good 


Food For Animals 


"The coarse particles of bran removed in 
the milling of flour while possessing value as a 
food for domestic animals is "hot a wholly 
desirable ingredient of human food. It is true 
that this course material is* valuable to some 
individuals for the parastallc action which it 
promotes, but this in no sense implies that the 
bran is a necessary or desirable co'istituent of 
so common and necessary article - of food as 
bread. 
It may be that the diet of many city 
people Is deficient in ash and vitamines. 
If 
this be true, the remedy does not lie In the 
consumption bran in our bread and cake any 
more than it does in the eating of raw corn, 
peanut shells and wood ashes." 


When it comes to the vitamine content of 
l»read there is as wide a variety of opinions as 
exists among expert alienists at the trial of a 
millionaire homicide. 


Dr. Ralph E. Lee, chemical expert of New 
York, insists that they reside primarily in yeast 
and find their way into bread through that 
medium. 


Dr. 
Harry 
Snyder, 
former 
professor 
of 
chemistry of the University of Minnesota, in- 
clines In the same view and this is shared by 
Miss Louise Stanley, home economic depart- 
ment of the University of Missouri. 
On the 
other hand, other leading authorities insist that 
grains are wholly lacking in vitamines, and that 
these are found only, or chiefly, In^butter fats. 


Recent experiments with guinea pigs 
are 
cited in proof of this contention. 
What seems 
to be the real essential truth is that every day 
diet of bread and butter will supply pracUcally 
all the essentials of food whether the vitamines 
be in the bread or the butter. The average house- 
wife is but vaguely informed on the matter of 
protein content, calorific value, gluten and vita- 
mines. 
She will observe, however, that among 
the things upon which all scientists agree are 
the necessity of a high protein content of bread. 


The availability of that protein as well as 
the 
carbo-hydrates 
and 
the 
necessary 
s t a - 
minés, whether these be derived from yeast, 
from flour or from butter 
is 
the important 
thing. 
The arguments among scientists will 
continue to wage. 
But the person who can 
insure an ample supply of bread and butter for 
his family can rest comfortable in the convic- 
tion that not ^lone have they been provided 
with the best and cheapest of foods, but that 
it is a perfectly safe and sound, muscle build- 
ing, brain reviving, health-giving diet, and that 
the poet was not wrong in ascribing to It the 
attribute of being the "staff of life."

How Empire Thought Grew. 


L A M B E R T , having spent the whole of his life 
in the city, both St. Louis and New York, 
hadn't a very scientific notion of how timber ia 
cut and how cotton is grown. 
In fact, he had 
not seen cotton in the boll since he visited the 
t ountr>' in his childhood, except as he went 
rushing past a white field on a train. 
Never- 
theless, when he saw a rich wlldernes«' and the 
Eoil that nouri.<!hed its fertile growth, his big, 
Idf ftlistic imagination 
eet him 
to wanting 
a 
prjperty of his very own—one which he could 
develop as he wished and work out the dreams 
toat were Btlrring his brain. 


To try his experiments on the territory of 
which he was but a joint owner and risk the 
possibility of a failure would be to hinder him 
In the working out of MB Ideals. 


He wanted to be free to do with the land as 
he chose. 


One day four years ago, when Gerard Lambert 
had but 26 years of life back of him to boast of, 
he made the purchase of practically a complete 
township, or thirty-three square miles, of Ar- 
kansas Jungles, and he made it from the bad; 
platform of a railway car In exactly five min- 
utes—then went on. 


A year later, he went back to his jungle, full 
of his plan to develop it—and this Is what, no 
has done: 


After ho had become the owner of the 21,000 
acres of timber land, the problem of making the 
dream of his life come true was a big and vital 
one. 
He could not leave his Eastern home nor 
his little family to go down into the wilderness, 
nor did he care to take them with him Into a 
country away from all the accustomed comforts 
of the city.

Holbrook has made 
his home on the grounds and oversees the de- 
tails of the management, while Lambert makes 
monthly trips from Princeton, N. J., where he 
lives, and works out the problem from afar.

Has to Build Railroad. 


A 
FTER the plan for developin g his estate had 
been thought out In the mind and in the 
heart of the young owner, Lambert was con- 
fronted with the fact that he had to buy a rail- 
road and build it, buy building materials, buy 
logging machinery and all manner of things be- 
fore he could begin an operation of any sort- 


The estate lay twenty-five miles south of Hel- 
ena, amid eight miles of jungle, away from the 
nearest railroad, which passed through the lit- 
tle town of Elaine. The obvious thing to do first 
was to buy a railroad of his own and build it to 
his estate. 


"It was a puzzling proposition," Lambert said, 
"to set to work and buy locomotives, flat cars, 
box cars, rails and all the other accessories to 
building a railroad, when I hadn't the remotest 
idea of even the scientific names of their parts. 


"I have bought motor cars, motor boats, and 
know enough about aeroplanes to make an-Intel- 
ligent purchase, but engines to run on a rail- 
road! 
I scarcely knew where to begin." 


Lambert admitted that It was a lot of fun. 
however, to send on for Information about "how 
to buy a railroad" and to pour over the prospec- 
tus of the various companies. He studied the 
subject long and assiduously before letting hla 
contract. 


"When I did get ready to buy my railroad," he 
said with pride, "I knew that It was the very 
best on the market and I was satisfied that L 
had not been deceived."

150 solid steel freight cars had been switched 
on to the private tracks of the '4-1' (a name 
which was given the' railroad because of its be- 
ing shown on the map as township 4 south, 
range I east), 
the next thing was to build 
homes, that a civilization might grow up In the 
wilderness, 
with 
persons 
of intelligence 
and 
moral character. A good home being the 
first 
requisite of a good man and a good woman, 
Lambert planned the dwellings of his people 
with infinite pains and loving thought. 


Natives Are Puzzled. 


T 
HESE homes are all built of like material, 
stained brown, with a veranda and broad 
windows, making for the artistic and the com- 
fortable. 


The army of workmen set about the task of 
building a civilization without knowing the plans 
that had fertilised in the brain of their leader 
or those that had been drawn out and lay In the 
office of the engineers. 
i 


A house here, another there, was erected, a 
granary, stables and other buildings in scattered 
groups. Why they were scattered about In such 
apparent disorder no one knew save the dream- 
er that had had a dream and was making It 
come true. 


Surveyors had been at work before the pow- 
erful machinery for the logging industry was 
brought In on the railroad of which Lambert was 
justly proud. At the right 
time the 
logging 
spurs, draggers and colossal Implements made 
by men to raze to the earth in a day the mighty 
forests of a century, and which were bought by 
Lambert with the same trepidation and car® 
that the railroad had been bought and builded, 
started to sing through the woods and frighte« 
the beasts that had lived in peace for so many 
generations, 


Man kad entered the realm of the wild forest 
things, and they must give way. The bear and 
the deer and the panther were driven further 
and further to the west, but they still rove the 
unpenetrated sections of the estate. 
The plan that Lambert had evolved Is unique. 
The estate is a perfect square except 
tor 
a small comer of undesirable land. 
In a map 
showing the future development of the estate 
an "absolutely symmetrical scheme of layout 
similar to a factory floor and designed for the 
greatest efllclency," as Lambert says, revealé 
the plan. 
The thirty-three aquare miles are 
divided into sections of one square mile each. 
Two of the these sections, or 1280 acres, ara 
called a unit, and only one unit at a time Is 
developed.

City in the Making. 


O 
N E farm manager is put in charge of each 
unit, and highways are built and 
roads 
made through each section. 
Bach section 1« 
again divided into plantations of twenty acres 
and a house built on each plantation.

This 
has been named ZAmbrook; a combination or

The land virtually Is flat, sloping but 1 foot 
to the mile, and the soli Is uniform in quality. 
Although the popular idea of that country be- 
tween the two rivers being that they are swamp 
lands, but no such conditions of the land ex- 
lets on the Lambert plantations. 
What few 
swamps there are on the place are 
merely 
pockets that hold the water at all times. 


After the homes are built and the land is in 
readiness for cultivation, crops of cotton

HE foreats are of hardwood timber; BO lier 
cent are red gum, 40 per cent are oak ana 
10 per cent are ash.

old trees have reached a stately growth of 1&0 
feet, and are 0 and 10 feet In diameter. Treet 
that 
had 
stood 
for centuries yielded 
them- 
selves up to the uses of man, and fed under 
the saw of civilisation like the giant In "Jaoic 
and the Bean Btalk" when the little fMlow 
hacked away at ths great vlns that towikrod 


Into the sky. 


The railroad pushed further and further Into 
the wllderneBS until it is now twenty-five miles 
long, and the locomotives are still nosing their 
way further into the conquered kingdom oi: 
trees and beasts. 


Steam logging machinery of the latest mod- 
els are operating on the Lambrook plantations 
and four logging spurs are running at once, 
cutting and delivering 200,000 feet of timber a 
day. 


ll isn't a dream that can build a town, rule 
over 1500 persons and cut 30,000 feet of logs 
from every acre of a wilderness. 


Lambert is truly an idealist, but he is also 
an executor. 


The record that he has made breaks 
that 
of., any other—that Is, young Lambert has cre- 
ated out of a tangled forest the largest hard- 
wood logging operation In the world.

thick. 
One log alone, 12 feet long, produced

The land that Is still heavily tim- 
bered with a rich growth of smaller trees is 
called the "cut-over" land.

Wenatchee Villey, Washington, has 
a highly specialized type of agricul- 
ture. 
It is a region of intensive fruit 
growing, confined very largely to the 
apple. 
The ranches, in general, 
are 
small, averaging 11.4 acres in size, of 
which 10.5 acres are tillable. 
Of the 
tillablfB land, 6.5 acres were in bearing 
apples, 0.72 acre in other fruits, and 
0.58 acre in other crops. 
However, 
there are a f e w large ranches devoted 
to fruit growing, some of them 
em- 
bracing several hundred acres each. 
The region is not adapted to an extcn- 
sive type of agriculture. 
The two pre- 
dominant limiting factors are the high 
price of land and the small area of ir- 
rigable land. 
Considerable alfalfa is 
grown in the valley, but it is largely 
grown in young orchards, and at pres- 
ent much of it is being grown in the 
bearing orchards. 
The soil and cli- 
mate are adapted to a great variety of 
crops, but appear especially 
adapted 
to fruit. 


The 
first 
settlement in the 
valley 
was made in 1863 at Cashmere, then 
named Mission, by Father Grassi. who 
later diverted the 
waters 
of 
Mission 
Creek to water a small garden near 
the mission. 


The first fruit trees were set out by 
the Miller brothers, some reports giv- 
ing the date as 1873, others 1876. 
The 
first irrigation ditch in the valley was 
established by the same men in 1883, 
and still exists as the Miller ditch. 


Practically 
the 
entire 
Wenatchee 
Valley was a barren waste until 1896, 
when the Gunn ditch was built, cover- 
ing 600 acres of irrigable land. 
Dur- 
ing the same year 
the 
North 
We- 
natchee Canal Co. was formed and the 
ditch built covering the Warner Flat 
near Cashmere. 
This ditch was taken 
over by the Highline in 1902, and now 
forms a part of the latter system. 


In 1901 W. T. Clark of North Yak- 
ima, was interested in the prospects

"ranch" is a local term for any farm, 
and the word "rancher" is used in the 
sense of farmer.) 


InvegUnents—E s t i m a t e s 
of 
the 
amount 
of 
capital invested were ob- 
tained from each orchardist. 
This es- 
timated value, in the majority of cases, 
was the amount the rancher paid for 
the place, plus the value of such im- 
provements as he had made since the 
purchase. 
There were a few ranchers 
who had owned their property before 
local land values had advanced to any

Most of these men based 
their estimates on prices that at some 
time of other had 
been offered 
for 
their holdings. 
These estimates were 
generally found to approximate closely 
prices that had been paid for adjacent 
land in bona fide sales.

average investment in bearing apple 
orchards per ranch is $12,250. 
By giv- 
ing each of the 87 orchards the same 
weight, that is, taking the estimated 
value of a single acre of bearing apples 
as 
representative 
of 
each 
orchard, 
there is an estimated average invest- 
ment of $1,925 per acre for bearing 
apples. 
The annual interest charge on 
this alone amoiznta to $154 per acre, at 
8 per cent. 


Yields—Estimates of yields were ob- 
tained for a period approximating five 
years. 
In presenting data of this sort 
it is highly important that the yield 
should be considered over as long a 
period as possible In order to obtain a 
fair average for a district. Where very 
few o r c h a r ^ are over 11 years of age, 
as was the'^ case in the valley at the 
time of this study, it is impossible to 
obtain a sufficient number of compar- 
able yields for any period other than 
that represented by trees from 7 to 11 
years of age. Inclusive. 
The average 
estimate of all 3rields from 
orchards 
between these ages was obtained and 
considered as a fair average yield for 
the valley. In computing this average, 
each age is given the same weight, re- 
gardless of the year in which a given 
orchard might be a certain age. 
For 
example, 
yields 
on 
orchards at 
the 
time they were 7, 8, 9, 10 and 11 years 
were averaged and this average 
was 
used as the average yield for the val- 
ley. 
In this way 271 estimates were 
considered. 
Considering 
the 
factors 
stated above, the 
average 
yield 
per 
acre of apple orchards in Wenatchee 
Valley with 81 trees per acre was 593 
packed boxes. 


There is a tendency in some apple- 
producing 
regions 
toward 
alternate 
bearing, and many times frosts, winds, 
insect pests, and diseases have an ef- 
fect on the annual yield of the district, 
but by taking yields ^over a period of 
years on trees which are 
representa- 
tive of a district it is possible to ob- 


tain an average yield which is accu- 
rate enough to furnish a basis for such 
a study as is here presented. 


All orchardists l a t h e valley spray 
annually, realizing t h e vital 
Import- 
ance of a thorough and systematic ap- 
plication of spray materials to Insure 
the 
production 
of 
marketable 
fruit. 
Pruning also is an annual practice of 
all orchardists In the valley. 


The regularity 
of 
the apple 
crop 
necessitates the practice of 
propping 
annually. 
This 
Is 
done 
any 
time 
throughout the growing season when 
the weight of the fruit bears the limbs 
down so that there is danger ^of their 
breaking. 
Four methods of propping 
are used by the orchardists. 
The cen- 
ter-ring-and-wire, the cross-wire, the 
center-pole-and-wire, and the single- 
pohe prop. 


"In the center-rlng-and-wire method 
screw 
eyes are placed 
in the 
main 
limbs at some 
distance 
above 
the 
crotch of the tree. 
Wires are attached 
to the screw eyes and brought to a 
ring placed approximately in the cen- 
ter of the tree. 
This holds the tree In 
shape and prevents the breaking of 
the limbs at the time when the crop 
is on. 


In the cross-wire method screw eyes 
are placed in the main limbs at some 
distance above the crotch. 
From each 
screw eye a wire extends and is at- 
tached to a limb opposite or nearly so. 
This answers the same purpose as the 
former method. 


In the center-pole-and-wlre method 
screw eyes are 
placed 
in 
the 
main 
limbs, 
to 
which 
are 
attached 
long 
strands of wire. 
At the end of each 
strand is a loop which is placed over 
a nail driven in the end of a pole. This 
pole 
is raised 
to a 
position 
nearly 
parallel to the trunk of the tree and 
set. 
This draws the wires tight, holds 
the tree in shape ,and prevents the 
limbs from breaking. 


The single-pole prop method is most 
common. This single pole usually con- 
sists of a 1 by 2 inch or 1 by 4 Inch 
pine strip vairing in length as condi- 
tions 
demand. 
The 
8 
to 
12 
foot 
lengths 
are 
most 
commonly 
used. 
These props are usually sharpened at 
one end so as to make it easy to place 
them in the ground. 
The end which 
is to hold the limb Is V-notched 
or 
small lath strips are tacked 
on 
each 
side of the prop, practically forming 
a notch. 


Flat-Headed Borers Affecting Forest Trees in the United States 


By H. E. BURKE, SpediOlst in Forest Entomology, Forest Inscct Investigations.

That Seattle, Wash., is nearer Maine 
than it is to the extreme western point 
of Alaska; that the mean annual tem- 
perature of Sitka is about the same as 
that of Washington, D. C.; that Alaska 
has numerous deep, land-locked, ice- 
free harbors; that the coast line 
is 
26,000 miles long, and that there are 
6,000 miles of navigable rivers in eur 
northern Territory — these facts, not 
generally known, are brought out in 
the Department of Agriculture's new 
bulletin on Alaska. 
The extent of this 
wonderful country with its scant popu- 
lation 
of 
65,000, 
its 
mountains, 
its 
ciimate 
and 
its soils 
are 
fully 
de- 
scribed In the new Government publi- 
cation.

Importance of Flat-Headed Borers. 
Flat-headed borers are among 
the 
most important of the borers infesting 
forest trees in the United States. Some 
mine the leaves, one burrows Into the 
cones, a number bore into the inner 
bark and outer wood 
of 
the 
trunk, 
branches, and roots, while the major- 
ity excavate oval winding "wormholes" 
throughout the sound or decaying sap- 
wood and heartwood. 


At present the leaf-miners and the 
cone-burrower 
are 
not 
c o m m o n 
enough to be Important. 
The bark- 
borers often girdle and 
kill 
healthy 
trees or those Injured by 
fire, 
floods, 
droughts, 
diseases, 
other insects, 
or 
careless lumbering and at other times 
weaken trees so that they become easy 
victims of diseases, other insects, or 
unfavorable environment. 
Sometimes 
when they do not kill the tree outright 
their work causes dead limbs or twigs, 
or serious 
defects, 
checks, 
or 
gum 
spots to form in the wood, or swollen 
galls to form on the branches. 
The 
wood-borers mine the 
sapwood 
and 
heartwood 
of 
the 
trunk, 
top, 
and 
larger branches and thus destroy or 
seriously injure a large amount of the 
tree's most valuable product, its tim- 
ber. 
Wormholes will cause the 
finest 
grade clear lumber to become unfit for 
the higher grade uses and therefore 
unsalable at the higher prices. 


Both deciduous and coniferous trees, 
as 
well 
as 
shrubs 
and 
herbaceous 
plants, are attacked. 
Some genera at- 
tack only deciduous trees, some only 
conifers, while 
others 
attack 
both. 
Plants of any age may be attacked and 
any part of the plant from the roots to 
the leaves, but the principal part is the 
bark and wood of the main trunk. 


The borer work or Injury consists of 
a 
flattened, 
oval, gradually enlarging, 
more or less tortuous mine or worm- 
hole, which, when completed, 
widens 
out into an elongate oval pupal cell. 
This cell connects with the outer sur- 
face by a short, oval exit hole. 
The 
mine has its surface marked by fine, 
transverse, crescentic lines and is usu- 
ally tightly packed with arc-like lay- 
ers of sawdust-like borings and pellets 
of woody excrement. 
The injury may 
bs entirely In the bark, entirely in the 
wood, or, as is usually the case, in both 
bark and wood. 


All bark and wood boring 
flat-head- 
ed borers hatch from eggs 
deposited 
by the mother beetle singly or in a 
mass, on the bark or tucked in some 
crevice in the bark or wood or under 
the bark at the edge of a wound. Each 
larva mines the inner bark or wood 
until It reaches maturity, when, after 
mining outward nearly to the surface, 
it retreats into Its mine and forms an 
oval 
cell, 
in which 
it pupates 
and 
transforms to an adult beetle.. 
The 
beetle rests awhile, then bites its way 
out, feeds on the bark, foliage, or pol- 
len of some plant, usually its host, and 
then mates. 
The female, after depos- 
iting eggs to start a new generation, 
soon dies. 


The egg is nstially laid In the spring 
or summer and 
the 
borer 
hatching 
from it feeds and rests until the fol- 


lowing fan, or the second fall, or even 
the third fall, before it reaches matur- 
ity. 
It then either rests over the win- 
ter in the larval staga and pupates and 
transforms to the adult the following 
spring, or It pupates and transforms 
to the adult in the summer or fall and 
rests over the winter in the adult stage 
in the pupal cell. 
Most of the bark- 
borers pass the winter in the larval 
stage and emerge soon after pupating 
and 
transforming 
to 
adults 
in 
the 
spring. 
Many of the wood-borers pu- 
pate and transform to adults in the 
summer or fall and pass the winter in 
the 
adult 
stage 
before 
emerging. 
Feeding begins soon after emergence, 
and 
mating, 
egg-laying, 
and 
death 
soon follow, the whole being complet- 
ed before the end of summer. 
•

two of our genera (Agrilus and Eu- 
pristocerus) 
cause the formation 
of

cases it seems to be more the special

I>istlngii]sbjng Characters. 


The 
principal 
distinguishing 
char- 
acter of the buprestid larva is the oc- 
currence of a well-developed ambula- 
tory plate on both the dorsal and ven- 
tral surfaces of the first segment be- 
hind the head. 
Both plates closely re- 
semble 
one another. 
Similar 
plates 
occur on some of the eucnemid larvae, 
but the markings are different. 
The 
buprestids have a central line, groove, 
or V on the dorsal 
plate, 
while 
the 
eucnemids 
have 
two 
lateral 
lines. 
Cerambycid larvae never h a v e 
the 
ventral plate as well developed or sim- 
ilar to the dorsal. 
Cucujid larvae are 
very flat, but they can be distinguished

ever produces galls, but It will do so

Besides 
t h e 
enlarged 
roughened 
galls, 
some 
species 
cause 
".splotch" 
mines to form in the bark of young 
shoots or branches. 


In pupating, it seems to be the most 
natural habit for the bark-borers to 
pupate in the bark, and most of them 
will do so if the bark 
is thick, 
but 
where it is thin they will go into the 
outer wood. 
The natural habit of the 
wood-borers is to pupate in the wood, 
but some will pupate in the bark.

Structurally there are two 
general 
tj-pes of buprestid larvae: 
One (bark 
and wood borers) "flat-headed," with 
a long slender subcylindrical tail; the 
other (leaf-miners)

In the 
first type, the first segment, taken with 
the second and third and

Cropping Plan 


For Poultry 


Green food for poultry may be pro- 
vided throughout the year in a large 
portion of the country by using two 
yards alternately; 
that is, a crop is 
pastured in one yard while 
another 
crpp is growing in the second yard. 
The 
following plan 
is suggested 
by 
the U. S. Agricultural Department as 
adapted to moderate climatic 
condi- 
tions. 
The crop grown should be the 
one best suited to the particular lo- 
cality. 
For

South the dates should be modified. 
Thickly sown crops furnish succulent 
food and summer shade.

By feeding ground grains in 
addition to the whole grains and by 
supplying animal food in the form of 
Bour skim milk or buttermilk, the feed 
cost for % dozen eggs can be mate- 
rially reduced. 


Every well-equipped poultry plant, 
large or small, should have a hospital 
or a building at a distance from the 
other buildings, where all ailing fowls 
can be kept in isolation. 
As soon as 
an ailing bird is discovered in a 
flock, 
it should be 
removed 
at 
once 
and 
placed in this hospital. 
Many of the 
diseases of poultry—the most of them, 
in fact—are highly 
contagious, 
and 
unless the strictest care and vlgHance 
Is exercised, the whole flock majr be- 
come diseased in a very short tlnae.

An excellent new variety of horse- 
radish was discovered by the

David 
Fairchilds in Bohemia, 
a few

Cuttings from this planted 
in 
April will produce fine large roots for 
grating the following October, and if 
left in the ground 
until 
spring, 
will 
grow to very large size. 
It is white 
and of excellent quality. 
Horseradish

grows on almost any kind of soil, and 
will stand the dry weather as well as 
potatoes. 
In planting horseradish, fit 
the soil the same as for strawberries, 
and cultivate the same as any other 
garden crop. 


Many persons plant horseradish in 
some out-of-the-way spot and dig a 
piece of the root as often as needed, 
leaving the fragments of roots in the 
soil to grow 
for 
further 
use. 
This 
method results in having nothing but 
tough, stringy roots, very unlike the 
product of a properly planted and well 
cared for bed. 
The 
best 
roots 
are 
those planted in the spring at the time 
of setting early cabbage, and dug as 
late the same fall as the weather will 
permit. 
It becomes therefore, an an- 
nual crop. 


RECIjAMATION. 


As lands increase In value reclama- 
tion becomes profitable. 
Steep, badly 
washed hillsides may be set to \hardy 
forest trees. 
Small 
ditches may 
be 
filled 
with litter and soil and seeded 
down to grass. 
Large ditches may be 
filled 
by obstructing with brush and 
coarse 
litter' staked 
and 
weighted 
down, by planting willows, or by spe- 
cially constructed dams protected by 
tile, so laid that most of the 
water 
passes under the dam while the sedi- 
ment is deposited in the ijitch. 


SOME GARMSUr SEEDS CARRY 
DISEASE. 


Several wilts and blights which at- 
tack ordinary vegetables are

from year to year on the seed.

celery 
blight and some of the cabbage rots.

Pork Cnre May 
Be Used For 


Preserving Beef 


Many farmers who 
kill and 
cure 
their own pork never attempt to sup- 
ply themselves with beef. 
Any of the 
brine or dry mixtures which give good 
results in curing pork can be 
used 
satisfactorily for beef, but since beef 
is leaner than pork it should not be 
allowed t® remain in the brine or mix- 
ture quite so long or it will 
become 
hard and salty. 


The 
corned 
beef 
cure 
should 
be 
used for dried beef but care 
should 
be taken not to let it get too salty. 
The excess of cure may be washed off 
and the meat smoked if the 
smoke 
flavor 
is desired. 
Mr. Trowbridge of 
the University of Missouri, suggests a 
good dry cure for beef can be made 
with salt and brown sugar in a pro- 
portion of one part sugar and five of 
salt. 
Rub the meat thoroughly with 
the cure every two or three days for 
about two weeks. 
It should then be 
washed, wiped, and hung up to dry in 
a warm p'ace if it is not to be smoked, 
or transferred to the smoke house and 
given a light smoke. 


Corned beef is at its very best when 
it has been in the cure about ten days. 
If it is subjected to the cure more than 
a month. It needs considerable fresh- 
ening before cooking. 
The red color 
of the beef may be preserved w^ith a 
small amount of saltpeter, not more 
than two omtcea to each 100 pounds 
of meat. 
This improves the color but 
is detrimental because it hardens the 
lean 
fibera 


TRANSWiANTING. 


In transplanting jroung 
vegetables 
care must be used not to destroy any 
more of the small roots than neces- 
sary, 
for the 
plants take 
In 
water 
through them and are very apt to wilt 
if any 
are broken off. 
Should 
the 
tops of the plants have too much leaf 
surface and the roots be broken to a 
considerable extent. It is necesgar>' to 
remove part of the leaves to reduce 
the transpiration of water and 
pre- 
vent wilting. 


SPECIAIi SERVICTE.

Eggs By Weight 


Some Oniose "Per Doxen" Bnying. 


A prominent dealer in food supplies 
has gone on record as opposed to buy- 
ing and selling eggs by'the dozen. 


"I am strongly in favor of selling 
eggs by weight," he says. 
" I t is the 
only just way for both seller and pur- 
chaser. 
As things are now, one man 
may buy a carton of eggs, very good, 
but very small, 
while another 
may 
buy a carton of fine big eggs. 
Yet 
both will pay the same price. 
It is 
not fair. 
The 
only 
fair 
and 
Just 
method Is to buy and seU them 
by 
w e i g h t " 
Eggfs vary so In size 
that 
a dozen large and a dozen small eggs 
purchased at the same price per dozen 
may differ as much as 25 per cent in 
the value of the food elements fur- 
nished. 
Perhaps the fairest way to 
buy or sell eggs is by w e i g h t 
Becaus« 
of the wide variations In the size of 
eggs, it is also coming to be recognized 
that more accurate results in recipes 
can be obtained by weighing or meas- 
uring the eggs 
out 
of 
their 
shells. 


Three Pounds of Eggs of Varfons SIxea. 


An investigation of the egg situation 
in Chicago was made recently by a 
Tribune reporter with the 
following 
results: 


"The wholesale price of eggs in Chi- 
cago was 41 cents during the day. The 
average 
dozen 
of 
"firsts" weighs 
a 
pound and one-half. 
The investiga- 
tion shows, ho'v^ever, that a dozen may 
vary In welgiit frem one pound and 
two ounces to two pounds. 
One pound 
would cost 27 cents at the present con- 
dition of the market. 
It might con- 
tain six or eight or eleven eggs. 
To 
buy a dozen large sized eggs we would 
be forced to pay 57 cents If wo bought 
by the pound. 


"If a big hen and a little hen each 
worked equally hard and laid an egg 
a day the little hen might make only 
18 cents a week to pay^for Its board 
while the big chicken made 3S cents." 


TREATING CELERY SEED. 


. 
Celery seed may be disinfected by 
the use of a solution of 1 part cor- 
rosive sublimate in 1,000 paMs water. 
The seed should be soaked one half 
hour and otherwise treated the same 
as the cabbage. 


One point to be remembered is that 
the treatment of seed does not elimi- 
nato the disease 
from 
Infected 
soil, 
manure or from machlner>' which has 
been used in tillage.

Scours in Calves 


Cause Big Losses 


Thoumnds of calves are lost each 
year by what is known as scours, says 
H. 
H. 
Kildee, 
University 
Farm, 
S t 
•Paul. On every farm measures should 
be taken to guard against this disease, 
which results from a deranged diges- 
tive system. 


Calves 
should 
have 
warm, 
clean, 
light and well ventilated pens. 
Milk 
should be fed in regular amounts, at 
regular 
times, 
at a 
temperature 
of 
about 80 degrees F. from scrupulously 
clean pails. 
The foam which 
accu- 
mulates on the milk while it is being 
separated should never be fed. 
The 
time to fed the grain ration is imme- 
diately after the milk Is fed, so that 
the calves will not suck each other's 
ears 
and 
thus 
take 
air 
into 
the 
stomach, which causes bloat and pro- 
duces 
scours. 
It 
is 
well 
to 
have 
stanchions in one side of the pen so 
that the calves may be confined for a 
short time after being fed milk. 


Each day during the winter, when 
the weather is favorable, the calves 
need to be turned out into a 
shel- 
tered yard for exercise, which is nec- 
essary for their proper growth 
and 
health. 
It 
is 
also 
very 
important 
that the calves, from a very early age, 
be given 
all 
the 
pure, 
fresh 
water 
they care to drink 
each day. 
The 
pens should be disinfected frequently. 
Quicklime is excellent to sprinkle on 
the floor each time it is cleaned and a 
frequent 
spraying 
with 
some 
stan- 
dard coal tar dip solution will prove 
beneficial. 


During Severe

Fertilizers, the plant food for the 
garden-, should be 
carefully 
selected. 
Nitrogen,

growth, is best supplied by turning un- 
der rich, well-rotted or composted ma- 
nure, or rotting vegetable matter. 
Ni- 
trogen also is supplied In such fertmz- 
ers as nitrate of soda and sulphate of 
ammonia, as well as In bone meal and 
tankage. 


Potash tends to hasten the maturity 
of the plant, but also has a tendency 
to counteract the 
work 
of 
nitrogen. 
On this account those not experienced 
in using potash will find sulphate of 
potash better, or at least safer In most 
cases, than the muriate. On account of 
the 
disturbed 
commercial 
conditions 
one of the most available sources of 
patosh is hard-wood ashes. 


Plants need a balanced ration. 
If 
they are lacking in 
nitrogen, 
they 
show pale leaf and stunted plant form. 
Excess of nitrogen Is shown by large 
leaf and plant growth with imperfect 
fruitage. 
If the plants lack 
potash, 
they will not be fruitful. 


Sheep 
manure

along more,rapidly than most chemi- 
cal fertilisers. 


Stock is Expensive 


The 
unprecedented 
demand 
for 
pure-bred 
live stock 
will 
sooner 
or 
later result in the marketing of many 
animals eligible to registr>-. which are 
inferior as individuals and which may 
prove poor breeders. The present high 
values afford all the better reason for 
investing in only good breeding ani- 
mals even though they appear high in 
price. 
In this way only can the pres- 
ent high standard be maintained and 
the scrub pure-bred finally eliminated. 


The use of the registered scrub can 
but discourage the cause of pure-bred 
sires 
and 
better 
live 
stock. 
The 
breeder who markets such individuals 
will ultimately suffer the criticism of 
those who know good live stock, and 
finally be discriminated against in buy- 
ing and selling.

The body of Frank Clans. 3fi, who 
was drowned in the Maumee river on 
Sunday morning, iMarch 25, nearly a 


month ago. was taken f r o m the stream 
by the police Friday aftaei-noon.

DEMANDS NAY MEAN END OFNILITARISN 


(By Associated Press.) 


Interest in the great offensive 


on the Aisne gives way today to 
the startling news from the inter- 
ior of Germany. Veiled though 
the situation is in the mists of a 
rigid censorship and obscured by 
the shackled condition of the Ger- 
man press, sufficient has leaked 
through to indicate that the Ger- 
man empire is facing a great econ- 
omic and political crisis. 


The latest information received 


is that ten thousand striking mu- 
nition workers have engaged in a 
bloody riot in the, great Prussian 
fortress town of Magdeburg and 
were only prevented from burning 
the city hall after a sharp clash 
with the military. 


This story comes from 
the 


Dutch frontier with sufficient, de- 
tails to make its claims to authen- 
ticity impressive. On its heels ar- 
rives the account of demands 
made by the leaders of the Berlin 
strike, demands of such a revolu- 
tionary character that compliance 
with them would mean a prompt 
ending to the militarist regime in 
the German empire. 


Similar demands have not been 


voiced publicly In Germany slno* the 
imprisonment of Dr. Karl Llobtaeoht 
on a charge of treason. It Is •Urnlfl- 
oant that they Include a requisition for 
the release of all political prisoners 
which would include, of course, the 
noted socialist leader. 


The exact status of the strike move- 


ment In Germany Is unknown but It 
Is certain that a very considerable por- 
tion of tho munition workers have been 
affected. There arc reports of a new 
strike at E«sen and Magdeburg Is the 


of an ^Important branch of the 
.t Krupp establishment. An Indi- 
cation of the seriousness of the situa- 
tion is afforded by the fact that Field 
Marshal von Hlndenburg hae consid- 
ed M necessary to make a personal ap- 
peal to the workers In which he de- 
nounced strikes as inexcusable crimes 
against the fighting force*. 


"In the meantime General Nlvelle 


maintains his unrelenting pressure 
against tho enemy at the most vital 
point of his defenses—the (harp angle 
at which tho Gorman lino running 
south from l,ens turns east toward 
Rhclms. This angle has already been 
crushed to an appreciable extent and 
is In imminent danger of being entirely 
shattered. Tho heavy toll of prison- 
ers taken by the French mounts stead- 
ily day by day, giving strong support 
to tho claims made In London and 
Paris of the deterioration of tho Ger- 
man morale. Three groat obstacles 
stand in tho path of General Nlvelle. 
The first Is the formidable and the 
sinister Brlmont plateau, the height 
from which tho German guns have 
poured their shells on the Rhelrns ca- 
thedral. Tho French are at the foot 
of this plateau and by a double flank- 
Ing movement are endeavoring to cut 
it oft on the main German line. The

Selective Conscription. 


The objection to selective conscription is more sentimental than 


real where it is not prompted by antagonism to any sort of defensive 
preparedness and every measure designed to strengthen the country 
in -war. The terms "draft" and "conscription" do not to many sound 
pleasant, it must be conceded, but the savor of the terms comes more 
from some disagreeable historic precedents than from anything in- 
herent in the principle involved. Employment of the draft in the lat- 
ter years of the civil -war, after the volunteer system had broken 
down, wrote some ugly chapters in American annals. The riots in 
New York, Boston and other cities are not happy incidents of which 
to read, even after the lapse of more than half a century. Still they 
have their lessons. 


Selective conscription commends itself to common sense and the 


considerations that urge it ought readily to supersede antipathy to a 
mere phrase and devotion to a sentiment that half a dozen wars have 
shot to pieces. The volunteer system might—doubtless would in the 
course of half a dozen months—bring enough enlistments to fill the 
ranks of the first army, though misgiving is bred out of the failure so 
far to get the men needed for putting the regulars and the guards on 
u war footing. But conceding that volunteers will come abundantly, 
half of them will be the men who are not wanted and ought not to be 
in the army. There will be hordes of machinists who ought to bo mak- 


: ing munitions. There will be crowds of railway men who ought to re- 


mean to keep the country's transport efficient. There will be flocks 
of lads from the country who should remain on the farm to raise grub 
for the army and for all other workers whose service is essential to 
war. There will be men of all sorts from every walk of industry who 
can give their country higher service at the things that customarily 
they do rather than in the army. Selective conscription means get- 
ting the right men for the army and conserving all the nation's skilled 
and essential man power where it will do the most good. 


Selective conscription to raise the required levies of men for the 


present war and universal training for the nation's youth hereafter 
are the two essential military elements of defense that this country 
should embrace. If we are going to cut any but a sordid and sorry 
figure in the heroic work upon which we have set out, the making of 
an army must be gone at in the readiest and most efficient way. The 
volunteer system is not that way. 


The claim that any other system is out of place and a repugnance 


in a free government is tommyrot. Universal training is the idealism 
of defensive service in a democracy and the volunteer system is the 
refuge of the shirker, the slacker, the skulker. In every war save the 
brush with Spain, which was not really a war, conscription at length 
has been forced to supplement the volunteer system, when that plan 
broke down. In this war we want no break-downs. "We cannot very 
well afford to take the chances of e.. break-down. What it most im- 
peratively behooves this enormously rich and practically fenceless 
land to do is to make sure that this war shall end in such wise as to 
give secure hostage that it cannot be the cause and invitation of an- 
other in which we may be compelled to go it wholly alone. We may 
see ahead for a day but no farther as we stand. Let it be borne well in 
mind that every morrow has its morrow. 


We shall some day pay dearly for our stupidity and folly if we 


fail in this emergency to heed the plain horse sense that tells us what 
we ought to do and ought not to do.

You 
recall tho dnys of long ago when It 
XVBJJ first flung to the breeze, and to 
think of thoHO days Is to be mindful 
of thc heroism of the handful of 
men who fought at Concord, and of 
tlioso sturdy warriors who made 
Bunker Hill famous: you can hear 
Paul Revere crying up the country 
and c.ntch thc echo of tho hoofbciits 
of his horse flying through tho 
night: you think of the fateful bat- 
tle of Lexington, und the dark days 
of Valley Forge; 
of 
AVanhlngton 


whoso patience and Indomitable will 
led on to the surrender of York- j 
town—memorable among all tho 
events of tho post. Men, never lose 
sight ot tho fact that that victory 
WHS only hnd at tho cost of unspeak- 
able suffering and Incredible self- 
Macrlflco and before It came thoro 
were .hours when the hearts of the 
bravest and the most hopeful mis- 
gave them. 


You can follow the flag through 


the subsequent years of peace and 
ever Increasing prosperity, and fol- 
lowing It presently you will find 
yourself in the smoke and conflict 
of thc great civil war. In that strug- 
gle as truly as In the revolution Itself 
the flag floated over those who be- 
lieved In freedom and liberty for all 
and who "paid thc last full measure 
of devotion" that thc principles of 
American democracy might prevail.

very foolish. It i.s worse than that. 
It is altogether misleading. If any 
man supposes that xxro have nothing 
before us but plain sailing; that all 
the discordant elements and con- 
flicting interests of our country will 
immediately flow together like so 
much quicksilver; if any man sug- 
gests that we are not golna to feel 
thc pinch of xvant and the burden 
of taxation and the grief which will 
enter many homes out of which 


departure. 
AVo want to help make 


It forever-more Impossible for any 
man or any set of men to plunge the 
world Into the horror and hell of 
war.That xvo enter the struKgle at this 
time. In this manner, with this spir- 
it, for this purpose, must give us 
confidence that xve have a. cause: 
that we have justice, and right, B«n- 
croslty on our side. If we have not. 
who can suppose that such things 
exist. When this flag waved over 
Vlmy Crest, carried there by nn 
American lad from Texas, nmld tho 
hall of shot and shell It moved un- 
sullied and unstained. An It Is car- 
ried on tho swift airships that meet 
In deadly combat over what xvoro 
onco thc fiilr fields Of France, wo 
mny be Just as proud of It as In 
those earlier dnvn when it waved 
over Washington's half-starved nnd 
hnlf-clnd men, and later over Abra- 
ham Lincoln's xvnrrlor hosts. 
It Is 


still the flag of a nation which nev- 
er hut" and never will strike a blow 
iigalnst tho liberty of the least of 
tho peoples of tne cnrth; of a nn- 
tlon which ever has been and ever 
xvlll be prepared to shed Its blood 
In defense of the rights of man— 
against tho vile teaching that tho 
weak and the helpless are the natur- 
al prey of the crunl nnd tho strong, 
because might makes right. 


Men, 
let us remember these facts 


in the days which arc to come. Let 
us strengthen our souls xvlth them 
when wo aro called upon to make 
sacrifices and suffer privation.

It may come to 
that It will require just as fine and 
noble courage to do our daily duty 
here at home as it does noxv to 
charge a trench or bomb a dug-out 
In France. 
But only as we are 


faithful, only as xve arc courageous 
In the doing of our duty, can xve 
make the efforts of our government 
efficient and successful, and bring 
in the hour when xvar shall cease 
and "peace shall over all the earth 
Its ancient splendor fling." 


Men, 
my brothers, of the blood- 


stained field of Gettysburg, great 
Lincoln said: "We cannot dedicate, 
xve cannot consecrate, we cannot 
hallow." and I add, this flag that 
waves above us. In the councils of 
the earth today it represents so much 
that Is splendid and noble that it is 
already consecrated, "far above our 
poor power to add or detract." 


But xve can this day dedicate our- 


selves anew to the principles xvhich 
the flag has always symbolized: "we 
the living, may here bo dedicated 
to the great task remaining before 
us"; the task of making democracy 
triumphant throughout the world. 
Yes, 
und we rnay "here highly re- 


solve that those who have died" 
that this flag be not dishonored, 
"shall not have died In vain."

Proper ventilation of a work room 
r office means drawing out the hot, 
stale.

If the room Is 


small and used 
by only a few 
people this can 
be done easily

om. Where the room Is large and 
sed by a large number of people It Is 
mpossible to get In enough fresh air 
n this manner. 


In such cases it becomes neces- 


ary to resort to artificial means of 
orcing out the stale air and drawing 
n the fresh. This is usually done by 
leans of fans and ducts. 


But even this will not supply good 


•entllatlon for an overcrowded work- 
oom. When people are crowded too 
losely together in a room it becomes 
mpossible to supply them with enough 
resh air without shooting a gale of 
Ind through the room. 
While 
overcrowding, means bad 


ventilation It does not follow that 
ilcnty of space means good ventila- 
tion. 
In addition to the space there must 
e the right amount of fresh, cool air 
—air kept moving. Even when fans 


•e used the windows of the workroom 


should be opened. This will permit a 
resh breeze to blow through the room 


There Is a blanket of hot air 


around our bodies at all times. A 
jreeze breaks up this blanket and 
helps to make us more cool and com- 
ortable 
It does not matter whether 


he wind be from the outside or from 


i electric fan. 
During the noon hour the windows 


and doors of every workroom, or ahop 
hould b« thrown wide open, »o that 
as much fresh air as possible can cir- 
culate through the room.

Indoor workers must pay careful 


attention to fresh air, correct position, 
proper lighting, rest and recreation 
in order to maintain health. 


Bye strain and bodily deformities 


may result from Insufficient light. 
Desk or work table must be so placed 
that the light is sufficiently strong 
but not glaring. 
The eyes must b« 


shielded from the direct rays of the 
light. ' 
The worker himself must see that 


his body does not become deformed. 
A chair may be too high or too low, 
the height of desk or work table may 
be the cause of faulty position.

Say* Mrs. Allen: "It Is rather fortunate, 


after all, that potatoes are high, for bre*d li 
being given a chance to come Into its own 
•gain. To be sure, it has always been called 
ithe 'stair of life,' but of late years many an- 
other food has crowded out bread from Its right- 
ful place In the dietary, to the detriment of 
both the family and national health. Potatoes 
have become even more of a habit than bread 
and yet there is no comparison in food value, 
for bread contains all the elements found in po- 
tatoes and infinitely more. If potatoes wore 
(entirely wiped off the face of the earth It would 
mot be a tragedy, for bread served in any one 
at its many forms Is always there to furnish 
(protein and starch and minerals and fat. 


"The trouble with the menu of the average 


family is that It is too complex, too many mix- 
tures of foods that are not well combined mutt 
result In indigestion, dyspepsia and auto-intoil- 
ration. We need simpler meals, planned ac- 
cording to the rudiments of the balanced ra- 
tion, and bread should be served not as an ac- 
cessory but as a food.

He 
writes: "Our experiments indicate that 
home-made bread (when properly cooked) 
and baker's bread digest about the same In 
the normal human stomach. Of course we 
all know that the country Is full of poor 
cooks and mankind has been made to suf- 
fer accordingly. It Is, of course, true that 
the bakery product Is much better standard- 
ized than the home-made product." 
Testi- 


mony from college with home economics 
departments In Massachusetts, New York, 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Kansas also tes- 
tify to the low average quality of home- 
baked bread.

flours have been conducted for a number of 
years. Dr. Charles D. Wood, director of the 
Maine Agricultural Station, says: "Nothing in 
the last year or two has disturbed in any way 
the authority of our deductions and observa- 
tions made in conjunction with the federal gov- 
ernment which established conclusively that 
patent wheat flour, and bread made out of It, 
is better food than any other bread made in the 
world. Our experiments show that the highest 
percentage of digestible nutrients it yielded 
by white bread made from roller-process flour. 
Next comes entire wheat and last graham 
bread. 


"Thlt order also holds good when computing 


the number of calories of heat per gram of 
bread. White bread yields the largest number, 
whole w_«at bread the second largest and gra- 
ham bread the l«att. 


"The nutritive valno ot bread depends not 


only upon chemical composition, but also upon 
digestibility, and digestibility. In turn, seems to 
depend largely upon the lightness of the loaf. 


"Tho lightness and sweetness ot bread de- 


pend as much on the way in which It IB made 
aa on the materials used. The greatest care 
should be used In preparing and baking the 
dough and In cooking and keeping the finished 
bread. 
Heavy, badly raised bread Is a very 


dangerous food, and unfortunately very com- 
mon, and probably more Indigestion has been 
canted by It than by all other badly cooked 
foods." 


Men Among Defenders 


Of the Staff of Life 


In the defense of bread, men are quite as nu- 


merous as women. One of the very earliest 
to take up the cudgels was Dr. Harry Everett 
Barnard, State Food and Drug Commissioner 
of Indiana, who in public talks and in printed 
articles calls attentio'n to the fact that is not 
what is taken into the body that counts, but 
what Ihe body gets out of the food supply that 
makes for health and vitality. Here are some 
of Dr. Barnard's pungent phrases: 


"Faulty information gratuitously given, Is 


establishing a fixed idea in the minds of many 
otherwise well Informed people that white 
bread is no longer the 'staff of life,' but, be- 
cause of extreme purification at the flour mill, 
has been robbed of Its nutritive value. Of all 
the wrong ideas that are being spread about 
food, tho notion that white bread is unfit for 
use is the most unsound. 


"As a matter of fact, experiment after experi- 


ment, conducted by the best experts of the 
world has shown that while graham or whole 
wheat bread contains about 3 per cent more 
protein, that white bread is far more thorough- 
ly and completely digested than whole wheat 
bread. And after all, it isn't what we take into 
the body that counts; it is the amount ot food 
that is converted to the body's needs that ac- 
tually determines its food value. Wheat bran 
Is better digested by cows than men." 


Back of the men and women of Uncle Sam 


Is an established international authority.'a man 
who is quoted in every school where home eco- 
nomics is studied. 


Dr. Robert Hutchlnson, of the London Hos- 


pital, says: 


"When we pass on to consider the relative 


nutritive values of white and whole meal bread, 
we are on ground which has been the scene of 
many a controversy. It is often contended that 
whole meal is preferable to white bread, be- 
cause it is richer in protein and mineral matter, 
and so makes a better balanced diet. But our 


examination of the chemical composition of 
whole meal bread has shown that, as regaros 
protein at least, this is not always true, ana 
even wore it the case, the lesser absorption 
of whole meal bread, which wo have seen to 
occur, would tend to annul the advantage. As 
regards mineral matter, in th« case of ordinary 
bread this is not alt absorbed, while the absorp- 
tion is so much less in wholemeal bread that 
the two are about on an equality. There is, 
therefore, 
no. Justification as regards the 


amount of mineral matter yielded to the blood 
for recommending the use of whole meal bread 
by growing children or nursing women. 


"On the whole, we may fairly regard the 


vexed question of wholemeal rersus white 
bread as finally settled, and settled In favor of 
the latter, and had due regard been paid to the 
behavior of bread hi the intestine instead of 
merely to its chemical composition, the Bread 
Reform League would probably never have 
come Into existence." 


Experience of Hospital 


Throws Light On Question 


An interesting sidelight on this question 


comes from Bellevue Hospital, New York. This 
Institution probably has the largest number of 
trained nurses under a single management in 
the United States. They are fed with scientific 
regularity and by system. Miss Mamie Porter, 
dietician for the nurses' home at 
Bellevue, 


says that the women under her supervision eat 
graham bread from a sense of duty. They oat 
white bread because they like it. 


"Our dally supply of bread, which we get 


from the commercial bakers of New York, is 
one-fourth graham," says Miss Porter, "and I 
have thought of reducing that amount as the 
nurses, with few exceptions, do not care for it, 
preferring the white bread. 
During the sum- 


mer months' we do without it altogether. It is 
not an uncommon expression to hear the nurses 
say that they eat the graham bread because 
It Is healthful, not because they prefer It." 


Leon H. Condon, chief of food and drug, 


Kansas State Board of Health, adds bis opin- 
ion and at the same time takes quite a fling at 
the part tho imagination plays in the human 
dietary. 


"White bread is a legitimate and digestible 


food, and especially more digestible than a 
number of forms of other bread. 


"I am of the opinion that people should not 


be worried over the things they have read 
about the dletic value of white bread. 


"The trouble with most people is that they 


get a fad or fancy and try to live on one kind of 
food, and such a practice of a one food diet has 
no scientific basis. Even if we could live on 
one kind of food, such a diet would be extreme- 
ly monotonous." 


Western food experts stick together. Further 


testimony ia afforded by Dr. Barney, State Com- 
missioner of Dairy and Food of Iowa. 


"Some of the statements made concerning 


the food value of bread made from whole wheat 
seem so ridiculous as to justify a few state- 
ments of facts relative to its food value as com- 
pared with the value of white bread. 


"In the American home white bread has, for 


many years, rightly and cheaply supplied a 
large portion of the carbohydrates required in 
the diet. During the past year or so, many 
popular articles on foods have been published 
which tend to create the impression that white 
bread is no longer to be considered the 'Staff 
of Life,' and that bread should be made from 


unbolted flour. These articles have been for 
the most part written by 'fadists' and not by 
authorities on food matters. 


"As a matter of fact, white bread contains a 


greater percentage of all food materials, weight 
for weight, and is more nutritious than graham 
or whole wheat bread. In the process of mill- 
ing flour the wheat grain is ground and bolted. 
This pro ess refines the resulting flour until 
most of the undigestible fibrous particles of 
the grain are removed, but all constituents val- 
uable as a food are retained In the flour. 


Coarse Particles Good 


Food For Animals 


"The coarse particles of bran removed In 


the milling of flour while possessing value as a 
food for domestic animals Is not a wholly 
desirable ingredient of human food. It is true 
that this course material is* valuable to some 
individuals for the parastalic action which it 
promotes, but this in no sense implies that the 
bran is a necessary or desirable constituent of 
so common and necessary article ot food as 
bread. It may be that the diet of many city 
people Is deficient in ash and vitamines. 
It 


this be true, the remedy does not lie In the 
consumption bran In our bread and cake any 
more than It does In tho eating of raw corn, 
peanut shells and wood ashes." 


When it comes to the vltamine content of 


bread there IB as wide a variety ot Opinions M 
exists among expert alienists at the trial of a 
millionaire homicide. 


Dr. Ralph E. Leo, chemical expert ot Now 


York, Insists that they reside primarily in yeast 
and find their way into bread through that 
medium. 


Dr. Harry 
Snyder, former professor of 


chemistry of the University of Minnesota, In- 
clines In the same view and this is shared by 
Miss Louise Stanley, home economic depart- " 
ment of the University of Missouri. 
On the 


other hand, other leading authorities Insist that 
grains arc wholly lacking in vitamlnos, and that 
these are found only, or chiefly, ln~butter fats. 


Recent experiments with guinea pigs are 


cited in proof of this contention. What seems 
to be the real essential'truth Is that every day 
diet of bread and butter will supply practically 
all the essentials of food whether the vitamines 
be In the bread or the butter. The average house- 
wife Is but vaguely informed on the matter of 
protein content, calorific value, gluten and vita- 
mines. Sho will observe, however, that among 
the things upon which all scientists agree are 
the necessity of a high protein content of bread. 


The availability ot that protein as well as 


the carbo-hydrates and tho necessary vita- 
mines, whether these be derived from yeast, 
from flour or from butter is the important 
thing. 
The arguments among scientists will 


continue to wage. 
But the person who can 


insure an ample supply of bread and butter for 
his family can rest comfortable In the convic- 
tion that not alone have they been provided 
with the best and cheapest of foods, but that 
it Is a perfectly safe and sound, muscle build- 
ing, brain reviving, health-giving diet, and that 
the poet was not wrong in ascribing to It the 
attribute of being tho "staff of life."

AMBERT, having spent tho whole of his llfo 


In tho city, both St Louis and New Tork, 


hadn't a very scientific notion of how timber is 
cut and how cotton is grown. In fact, he had 
not seen cotton In the boll since he visited the 
e-ountry ir- his childhood, except as he went 
rushing past a white field on a train. Never- 
theless, when he saw a rich wilderness and the 
soil that nourished Its fertile growth, his biff, 
id) ilistle imagination set him to wanting a 
property of his very own—one which he could 
develop as he wished and work out the dreams 
tnat were stirring his brain. 


To try his experiments on the territory of 


which he was but a Joint owner and risk the 
possibility of a failure would b« to hinder him 
in the working out of his ideals. 


He wanted to be free to do with the land as 


he chose. 


One day four years ago, when Gerard Lambert 


had but 26 years of life back of him to boast of. 
he made the purchaso of practically a complete 
township, or thirty-three square miles, of Ar- 
kansas jungles, and he mode !t from the baok 
platform of a railway car in exactly five min- 
utes—then went on.

"When i did get ready to buy my railroad.' he 


said with pride, "I knew that It wns tho very 
he»t on tho market and I was satisfied that 1 
hml not been deceived."

r-iHESE homes are all built of like material,

that had fertilized in tho brain of their leader 
or those that hod been drawn out and lay la the 
office of the engineers. 


A house here, another there, was erected, a 


granary, stables and other buildings in scattered 
groups. Why they were scattered about in such 
apparent disorder no one knew savo the dream- 
er that had had a dream and was making It 
come true. 
Surveyors had been at work before the pow- 


erful machinery for the logging Industry was 
brought in on the railroad of which Lambert was 
Justly proud. At tho right time the logging 
spurs, draggers and colossal Implements made

Wenatchee Valley, Washington, has 


a highly specialized type of agricul- 
ture. It Is a region of Intensive fruit

Flat-Headed Borers Affecting Forest Trees in the United States

Importance of Hat-Headed Borers. 
Flat-headed borers are among the 


most Important of the borers infesting 
forest trees in the United States. Some

farm poultry flocks can generally be 
criticised, first because they contain 
Uttle ground food and, second, be- 
cause animal food is usually lacking. 
Iliese two faults can easily be cor- 
rected. By feeding ground grains in 
addition to the whole grains and by 
supplying animal food in the form of 
sour skim milk or buttermilk, the feed 
cost for a dozen eggs can be mate- 
rially reduced. 


Every well-equipped poultry plant, 


large or small, should have a hospital 
or a building at a distance from the 
other buildings, where all ailing fowls 
can be kept in isolation. As soon as 


Horseradish. 


grows on almost any kind of soil, and 
will stand the dry weather as well as 
potatoes. In planting horseradish, fit 
the soil the same as for strawberries, 
and cultivate the same as any other 
garden crop. 


Many persons plant horseradish in 


some out-of-the-way spot and dig a 
piece of the root as often as needed, 
leaving the fragments of roots in the 
soil to grow for further use. This 
method results in having nothing but 
tough, stringy roots, very unlike the 
product of a properly planted and well 
cared for bed. The best roots are 
those planted in the spring at the time 
of setting early cabbage, and dug as 
late the same fall as the weather wil 
permit. It becomes therefore, an an- 
nual crop. 


RECLAMATION. 


Pork Cure May 
i 


Be Used For 


Preserving Beef 


Many farmers who kill and cure 


their own pork never attempt to tup- 
ply themselves with beef. Any of the 
brine or dry mixtures which give good 
results In curing pork can be used 
satisfactorily for beef, but since beef 
is leaner than pork it should not be 
allowed to remain In the brine or mix- 
ture quite so long or it will become 
hard and salty. 


The corned be«f cure should be 


used for dried beef but care should 
he taken not to let it get too salty. 
The excess of cure may be washed off 
and the meat smoked if the smoke 
flavor is desired. Mr. Trowbridgc of 
the University of Missouri, suggests a 
good dry euro for beef can be made 
with salt and brown sugar in a pro- 
portion of one part sugar and five of 
salt Rub the meat thoroughly with 
the cure every two or three days for 
about two weeks. It should then be 
washed, wiped, and hung up to dry In 
a warm p'ace if it is not to be smoked, 
or transferred to the smoke house and 
given a light smoke. 


Corned beef Is at its very best when 


it has been in the cure about ten days. 
If it Is subjected to the cure more than 
a month. It needs considerable fresh- 
ening before cooking. The red color 
of the beef may be preserved with a 
small amount of saltpeter, not more 
than two ounces to each 100 pounds 
of meat. TMs improves the color but 
is detrimental because it hardens the 
lean fibers.

care must be used not to destroy any 
more of the small roots than neces- 
sary, for the plants take in water 
through them and are very apt to wil 
If any are broken off. Should the 
tops of the plants have too much lea' 
sin-face and the roots be broken to a 
considerable extent. It Is necessary to 
remove part of the leaves to reduce 
the transpiration of water and pre 
vent wfltlng.

method is to buy and sell them by 
weight" Eggs vary so in size thftt 
& dozen large and a dozen small eggs 
purchased at the same price per dozen 
may differ as much as 25 per cent In 
the value of the food elements fur- 
nished. Perhaps the fairest way to 
buy or sell eggs Is by weight Because 
of the wide variations In the size of 
eggs. It Is also coming to be recognized 
that more accurate results in recipes 
can be obtained by weighing or m 
urtag the eggs out of their shells. 


Three Pounds of Eggs of Varioas Sfenn 


An Investigation of the ess situation 


in Chicago was made recently by a 
Tribune reporter with the following 
results: 


"The wholesale price of eggs In Chi- 


cago was 41 cents during the day. Tho 
average dozen of "firsts" weighs a 
pound and one-half. The investiga- 
tion shows, however, that a dozen may 
vary in we!g5it from one pound and 
two ounces to two pounds. One pound 
would cost 27 cents at the present con- 
dition of the market. 
It might con- 


tain six or eight or eleven eggs. To 
buy a dozen large sized eggs we would 
be forced to pay 67 cents if we bought 
by the pound. 


"If a big hen and a little hen each 


worked equally hard and laid an egg 
a day the little hen might make only 
IS cents a week to pay for its boarc 
while the big chicken made 33 cents.'

Cause Big Losses 


Thousands of calves are lost each 


yoar by what is known as scours, says 
H. H. Klldee, University Farm. St 
Paul. On every farm measures should 
be taken to guard against this disease, 
which results from a deranged diges- 
;lve system. 


Calves should have warm, clean, 


ight and well ventilated pens. Milk 
should b« fed In regular amounts, at 
regular times, at ft temperature of 
about 80 degrees F. from scrupulously 
clean palls. 
The foam which accu- 


mulates on the milk while It is being 
separated should never be fed. The 
time to fed the grain ration Is imme- 
diately after the milk is fed, so that 
the calves will not suck each other's 
cars and thus take air Into tho 
stomach, which causes bloat and pro- 
duces scours. 
It is well to have 


stanchions In one side of the pen so 
that the calves may be confined for a 
short time after being fed milk. 


Each day during the winter, when 


the weather is favorable, the calves 
need to be turned out into a shel- 
tered yard for exercise, which Is nec- 
essary for their proper growth and 
health. 
It Is also very important 


that the calves, from a very early age, 
be given all the pure, fresh water 
they care to drink each day. The 
pens should be disinfected frequently. 
Quicklime Is excellent to sprinkle on 
the floor each time it is cleaned and a 
frequent spraying with some stan- 
dard coal tar dip solution will prove 
beneficial.

show pale leaf and stunted plant form. 
Excess of nitrogen is shown by large 
leaf and plant growth with imperfect 
fruitage.

Body Had Been in the Mau- 


mee for Twenty-Six 


Days. 


The body of Fr.-ink Clans. Sfi. who 


was drowned ITI thr: Mitumoc river on 
Sunday mnrnine, Jl.-irch 25, nonrly a 


month ago. was taken from the stream 
l>y the polico Friday aftaernoon. 
The 


eorps was located nearly a mile and a 
hnlf Ix.'Iotv Ihe point where Claus nnd 
his companion, Arthur Klrchnor, were 
drowned when their rowboat wns up- 
set. 


The corpse was found nearly a half 


mile above the Sunflower club grounds. 
It wns hold by willow bushes on tho 
north bank of the stream and about 
four feet from tho present shore line. 
It was under but one foot of water on 
Friday. The body was covered by sed- 
iment and the clothes saturated with 
mud. 
The corpse wnw badly decom- 


posed. 
Jt hud been in the river for 


twenty-six days and seven hours. 


Silas Andrews, police patrol drix'er. 


who was operating the engine on the 
motor boat, discovered the body when 
the small craft swept near the spot 
where the body lay In the shallow 
water. 
The body was drawn to the 


surface and tied to tli« end of the boat. 
It was towed to the Sunflower club. 
From there police headquarters were 
called and undertakers summoned. 


The body is in charge of Wellman & 


Wellman. undertakers. 
Funeral serv- 


ices will be held from their establish- 
ment Saturday afternoon at 4 o'clock. 
The drowned man w survived by his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Max Claus, and 
by brothers and sisters. 


The police deserve marked com- 


mendation for the untiring effort they 
have made in searching for the body 
of Claus in nearly every daylight hour 
since he was drowned. It is a record 
which few departments would attempt 
to equal. 


Silas Andrews, Bailiff George Eisen- 


hut, Stationmaster Degitz. 
Charles 


Eisenhut and Frank Hartzell have 
been on the river more than twenty 
days since the tragedy. Other officers 
have assisted in the work at different 
times. Lieut. Harry Grimme has been 
directing the police efforts on the river. 


The body of Claus is the third to be 


taken from Fort Wayne rivers this 
year. Arthur Kirchncr. companion of 
Claus. and little Edward Kohrman, 


ed 9. were also drowned in the flood- 


ed waters during the past month and 
have been regained by the police. 


Every possible method had been em- 


ployed to locate Claus' body. A clair- 
voyant had been consulted by one of 
the man's relatives and had told that 
the body would be fuunc near the scene 
of the drowning.
